THE BIGGEST DAY EAST HIGH 
EVER HAD. 

On the morning of May 14th. the at- 
mosphere of old East High was pervaded 
with gloom. The students, who had 
heretofore been so jubilant over our nu- 
merous victories on the track', were this 
morning quiet and subdued, for the 
thing they eared most about, the thing 
they had wanted for so long, was once 
more snatched from them when its pos- 
session seemed almost a reality. It had 
been decreed by a Chicago bond expert 
that there had been a technical flaw in 
the election, at which the issuance of 
bonds to furnish our new East High was 
voted. Hut this blow did not have the 
effect which might be expected. East 
High showed, that day. that she did not 
know the meaning of the word "quit." 
Each student was. it is true, terribly dis- 
appointed, but like Antaeus, the giant, 
who gained strength every time be was 
knocked down. East High seemed to gain 
added strength, at this reverse and it was 
not dejection, but grim determination 
that made them quiet. .Miss Goodrell at 
intermission gave one of her stirring 




speeches anil at its close, when the ques- 
tion was asked who were willing to get 
petition signers to call a special election, 
every student eagerly volunteered. 

School was dismissed. Every automo- 
bile in school was pressed into service. 
Those who were not with the automobiles 
filled the downtown streets and accosted 
every passer-by. Every student was out. 
Timidity was forgotten in the enthusi- 
asm. Rich-man, poor-man and candle- 
stick maker were pounced upon alike and 
compelled to give their signatures as the 
price of liberty. Till late at night did 
the pupils work and then they went 
home to continue it in their dreams. 

l! was thought we would possibly have 
the required number of signers — about 
three thousand five hundred. Anyway 
Mr. McKinney was requested to bring an 
adding machine to school. The first row. 
the smallest in school, reported over four 
hundred signers; the second row report- 
ed over seven hundred; the third report- 
ed over nine hundred, and thus it went, 
from the seniors to the freshmen. After 
about the fifth row the number totaled 
over four thousand, and when finally the 
magnificent grand total of eight thou- 
sand seven hundred five names was an- 
nounced the school broke into a regular 
football cheer. Such a feat had never 
before been performed in Des Moines. 
In one afternoon the signatures of about 
three-fourths of the entire voting popu- 
lation of Des .Moines were obtained. All 
agreed that it was a most striking revela- 
tion of the power of organization. But 
the real success of the canvass was due 
first to the fact that East High was 
doing it. and second, to the fact that re- 
verses bring strength. 

Although a reward for this was not 
necessary, Miss Goodrell decided that 
since we had been disappointed so many 
times she would use her influence to 
bring about that which every student so 
earnestly desired, immediate occupancy 
of the new building. That she brought 
it about is a needless assertion to anyone 
living in Des Moines. 

Friday. May 17. was the biggest day 
Hast High has ever had. At seven 
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o 'clock the transfer wagons and the stu- 
dents were busy dismantling the old 
home. The excitement seemed to turn 
all minds from the fact that they were 
deserting the building and environments 
which for years had been the seat of 
East High. Sentiment had little place 
in this busy scene. By eight-forty-five 
all the heavy furniture had been trans- 
ferred and the new building was await- 
ing its new occupants. An assembly was 
called — the last one. Farewell speeches 
by faculty and students were heard, then 
the school was dismissed to the first hour 
recitation rooms. At the sound of the 
gong everyone picked up an armful of 
chairs or books and the procession was 
formed. The school flag, borne by Mr. 
Riddell and Mr. McKinney in an auto- 
mobile, went first; then came -Miss (iood- 
rell, followed by the fife and drum corps. 
Then, in order, came the football and 
track men carrying our trophies, the 
freshmen, sophomores, juniors and sen- 
iors. It was indeed a spectacular proces- 
sion. Chairs were not the only adorn- 
ments. The freshmen girls carefully 
clasped awe-inspiring stulVed things 
from the zoological department in their 
arms; several wheelbarrows, loaded with 
chairs, were engineered by perspiring 
youths and teachers; several girls who, 
it is said, had cruelly tied the wailing in- 
fant to the table leg, appeared with a 
baby buggy full of books; the Quill box 
mounted on what appeared to be a roller 
skate drawn by some member of the ro- 
dent variety, bumped over the pavement, 
and as a fitting conclusion one boy 
brought up the rear fondly clasping our 
member of the Davy Jones family, the 
school skeleton. 

When the building was reached, the 
seniors were given the honor of passing 
in first. The other classes lined up on 
both sides of the street and between them 
the senior class filed into the new home. 
All assembled in the auditorium, where 
a prayer was made and a hymn was 
sung, and then speeches were heard from 
our many friends who were with us. As 
Miss Goodrell had promised, we were 



sent to our six classes ; but as a day of 
absorption of learning this was not much 
of a success.

Tt was the 
first chance I have had in the past four 
years to see the familiar E. II. S. mono- 
gram on the track, and it was immense :y 
pleasing to see it again leading the run- 
ners down the stretch.

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THE PASSING OF THE SHED. 
Roy Stowei.l, '10. 

The shed. It's a homely word, hut to 
those who attended E. II. S. in 1!»<K> and 
subsequent years, it brings to mind a 
host of pleasant memories. To the hoys 
who contended for athletic honors, it 
means more than the word "gym." 
Socially it calls to mind some of the jol- 
liest times the Seniors ever had. 

It was hack in 1906, I helieve. The 
track and football hoys used a room in 
the basement of the old building for 
their quarters, while they trained in 
(Jovernor's Square. Time was lost in 
going hack and forth, and the apparatus 
had to he carried three blocks. In short, 
it became so inconvenient that some one 
suggested building a house on the 
square. Permission could not be gained, 
it was learned, but State Square was 
found to be accessible. 

Then came the question : "Whence 
the wherewithal."' The school board 
was in no position to bear the expense 
and things began to look dark indeed. 

The Other day. .Miss Ooodrell said to 
the school board : "If you will let us oc- 
cupy the new building for the last three 
weeks of this year, we'll move the furni- 
ture and fixtures with absolutely no ex- 
pense to you." And the new building is 
occupied. Hack in 1906 .Miss Goodrell 
found a way to help the boys out of 
their difficulty. She saw the need of a 
gymnasium and she knew that nothing 
could be expected of the school board. 
(Mr. McKinney was not a member 
then.) So one day she told some of the 
boys that if they would tear it down, 
they might have her barn. That after- 
noon a bunch of the fellows razed the 
building and hauled, carried and pushed 
the greater part of it from Ninth and 
Grand to Thirteenth and Walker. Work 
was started at once, and in a short time 
the result of the boys' labor appeared in 
a long low building, not magnificent per- 
haps, but ample for its purpose. 

Interest in track work increased at 
once. Crowds of pupils came to see the 



shed and stood around and watched the 
boys, spurring them to accomplish great- 
er things. It has been said that the shed 
contributed more to East High's vic- 
tories that year than any other one thing. 

Later, two of the boys bought some 
paint anil gave the building two coats of 
Vermillion, and the next winter it was 
tar papered inside by the boys to permit 
of its use during the cold weather. 

In the spring it was found that a 
cinder track a fifth of a mile long could 
be built on the grounds and again the 
boys went to work. They hauled cin- 
ders, leveled the ground away, and made 
a cinder track as good as any in the city. 

And now comes the first social event 
in the shed, I believe. On the evening 
of the completion of the track, a chicken 
pie slipper was served there to the boys 
who had worked. It was the first of a 
great many good times which otherwise 
might not have been. 

In the winter months of l!)()8-9, basket 
ball was started in the shed. At first 
there was nothing but a dirt floor but 
after the boys had fallen and rolled 
around a few times, some one suggested 
a real floor. 

Obviously, a hardwood floor suitable 
for basket ball and dancing would cost 
money. Accordingly a campaign was 
inaugurated. The pupils donated, and 
the alumni donated, and altogether 
about eighty-five dollars were raised. 
This was not sufficient and the school 
board met the rest of the expense for 
materials and allowed the school carpen- 
ters, under the supervision of Mr. Bun- 
nell, to lay the floor. 

Perhaps the Seniors of 1!)0!>-10 will re- 
member the shed parties better than any- 
one else .'with the possible exception of 
a few under classmen who unwisely and 
forgetful of the feeling of those inside, 
climbed to the roof and cut the electric 
light wires.) 

Many a time when it would be asking 
too much to open the big building and 
incur the expense of janitor service, 
light and heat, we would go to the shed.

build a fire and have our good time, and 
the mere fact that it was a shed and our 
shed added to the enjoyment of the oc- 
casion. 

The terms "shed party" and "good 
times" became synonomous. "Shed 
party" was an expression not always 
understood by outsiders, however, as the 
following incident will show. The next 
day after one of these happy events one 
of the participants met an' alumnus of 
the school and wishing him to know what 
good times we were having, said: "We 
had a shed party last night." The 
alumnus, however, was not informed. 
"Sli,,! party." said he. "What's that? 
What do you shed ?" 

During the construction of the new 
building the shed served as an office for 
the contractors. When it was no longer 




needed for that purpose it was sold by 
the school board to the highest bidder for 
one hundred fifty dollars. This money 
is to be devoted to equipping the gym- 
nasium, so that the old shed in this 
material way as well as by the spirit of 
independence and comradeship it has 
fostered, will contribute to the new gym- 
nasium. 

As was said at first, the word "shed" 
means more to the East High graduate 
of recent years than it does to others and 
it is with a certain amount of regret that 
we look upon the place where it once 
stood and wonder if the new gymnasium, 
with all its dignity, its fine apparatus 
and its beauty, will mane for as much 
physically and socially, and whither it 
will keep alive the East High spirit, as 
did the old "shed."
